The futility of purely technical criti- 
cism is forcefully ilustrated tn conner- 
tion with this particular drama. Ban 
Jonson said: ‘Shakespeare wanted art 
and sometimes sense, for In one of his 
plays, ‘‘The Winter’s Tale,” he brought 
in a number of men saying they nad 
suffered shipwreck in Bonemia, where 
is no sea by one hundred miles.”” No 
doubt this was considered a sad blun- 
der by the readers of Ben Jonson's 
critique; yet the public then as now 
concerned with the stage only &g a rep- 
resentation of man and his emotions, 
did not care a rap whetner Bohemia had 
a sea coast. And play-goers of today 
are equally willing to assume a sea 
coast for poet’s purposes. The country 
mentioned becomes a part of the fiction, 
and so long as the text rings true as 
human speech and the incidents are 
he.d in close touch with the probabilities 
of human events, the protests of tae 
accurate geographer pass unheeded.

SIGNS OF DEMOCRATIC VICTORY. 


The most hopeful and promising indication of democratic victory fn the 
coming national election is that demecrats everywhere feel like it is coming. 

There is an absence of that doubt and hesitancy which have characterized 
their predictions preceding defeat; they are now more than hopeful, they are 
sanguine. 

The democratic campaign, financed by the people, has made the most 
of conditions as it found them; ticket and platform have fought their way 
into favor against what seemed in the beginning overwhelming odds. 

And it took fighting to turn the tide because there was prejudice to be 

conquered. ‘ 
But now scarce a report comes out of the west except that it brings news 
of democratic gains: and over in the east the republicans are put to it to 
maintain the allegiance of their vaunted stronghold. New York is now prac- 
tically within the democratic column, while some of its neighboring states 
are wavering.

Republican uneasiness is again manifest in its effort to suppress disaf- 
fection in the ranks of the negro vote, chiefly in the so-called doubtful states; 
and here again it is meeting with ill success, because the negro disaffection 
promises to “‘stay put.” 

The unusual, unprecedented and unbecoming activity of the president of 
the United States on behalf of the republican candidate stands out promi- 
nently in the evidence of republican disorganization and disaffection. 

Can it be credited that the president would have sought to use his office 
for the advancement of the political ambitions of any candidate, unless the 
situation was such as to call for most extreme measures from his point of 
view? Not that it is, or could be, justified, but in time of danger even a 


president may take the risk.

POSTAL SERVICE 
AND GOOD ROADS 


—— 
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Editor Constitution: The great in- 
terest which the postoffice department 
haa in securing the improvement of 
piblic highways arises from the fact 
that good roads are absolutely essen- 
tial to the prompt delivery and disnatch 
of mail on an even and dependable 
schedule by rural and star rouie mail 
carriers. : 

The requirements of the rural 
livery service, which comes under 
immediate jurisdiction, are, that § all 
roads over which rural delivery is es- 
tablitied shall be maintained in con- 
dition to be traveled with facility and 
safety at all seasons of the year, and 
that streams subject to frequent perio- 
dicai overflow shall be bridged. The 
departiment does mot reward such a re- 
quirement to be either unreasonable or 
onerous. 

In ._ the étainment of these ends 
good roads do not necesaarily mean 
ideal roads, or thoee which have been 
built upon the latest plans devised by 
road experts. All that is insisted upon 
or required is that the roads shall ba 
free from ruts and hogy places, and 
sufficiemtly drained and graded as to 
make it practicable for carriers. to 
travel over the roads in the perform- 
anee of their duties each day througnh- 
out the year with ease and facility. 

The insistence of the department with 
reference to keeping the roads in good 
condition may be better understood

Data About the South. 


Mr. Massengale then quoted some fig- | 


ures showing that tne south has ap- 
proximately 2! per cent of the area of 
the United States and about 32 per cent 
of its population; that the wealth of 
the south has been {increasing during 
the past decade by $7,300,000 every 
twenty-four hours, against $12,500,000 
for the entire country: tnat the south 
produces two-thirds of the world's cot- 
that {it has in sight 80 per cent 
more coal than Great Britain, Germany, 
France and Pennsylvania combined; 
that it has five times as much iron ore 
as is known elsewhere in the United 
States and more than is known in all 
Europe; that it has practically the only 
remaining supply of hard woods in the 
country; that Florida supplies 55 per 
cent of the phosphate rock in the world; 
that the souto controls the supply and 


' prices of naval stores, and that it fur- 
| nishes the controling supply of tobacco, 


rice, Portland cement and sulphur. 

He declared that the wealth of the 
southern: states was decreased by 
per cent by the civil war and recon- 
struction, as snown by the assessments 
of 1860 and of 1867, and that in the 
latter year Massachusetts had more 
actual wealth than all the south. 

Continuing, he said: “Five hundred 
million dollars is needed in. the _south 
today to increase our railroad mileage 
and to develop our mines. Twice that 
sum could be spent profitably within 
the next five years to enlarge our in- 
dustries already established to their 
legitimate producing .capacity, and .to 
bring them to the point whére their 
earnings would accumulate into reserve 
capital and make the south independ- 
ent of outside investors. An investment 
of this sum would pay larger returns 
than a like investment in any otner 
part of the United States—yes, of the 
world. 

‘In foreign trade New York leads 
the United States and will for an in- 
definite time to come, but in the valué 
of exports, Galveston, New Orleans and 
Baltimore are second, third and fourth, 
respectively, while Savannah closely fol- 
lows Philadelphia in the sixth place.”

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Football has longébeen said to be the 
freatest death-dealing sport in ex- 
istence, although this is known to be 
a fallacy, for numerous other sports, 
including automobiling, mountain-climb- 
ing and several others, have caused 
many more deaths one season than 
the popular gridiron pastime. Never- 
theless, norrow-minded enemies of the 
game, and its supporters, too, are al- 
ways interested in the number and 
kinds of faialities during a singi® séa- 
son. During the season of !907, fifteen 
deaths resulted from playing footbali, 
a very small number compared to vari- 
ous other sports. Indeed, baseball! oft- 
en has produced almost as many 
deaths during a season. One himdred 
and sixtr-six players were injured. 
Only two of the fifteen players Killed 
were CW@lege players, ehnowing that fa- 
talities are not due to overinduigence 
inv thes port by its greatest experts— 
college players—but by inexperienced 
players. Ninet college piayers 
were injured. Just twice as many high- 
schook players ‘re kKilled—four—as in 
the college ranks, leaving nine deatis 
of other players. Forty-two bigh schooi 
players were injured, leaving only 
twenty-eight other players injured, ten 
of whicn weré athietic club members. 
Broken collar pones were tlic most fre- 
quent among the injuries, the total be- 
img cighteen. Next come broken legs 
with fifteen. followed by dislocated 
shoulders, with thirteen. bight noses 
were broken seven ligaments torn, sIx 
arms broken; there were four cases 
of concussion of tne brain, three proken 
jaws, and two broken SskKulis

The woman's 
work In the home must be so arranged 
that it should not be a burden to her, 
and if properly managed the house- 
wife should have: sufficient leisure to 
devote to other things without igpfring- 
ing On her home duties. Mrs. Burton 
Smith proposes to make a study of 
the problem of domestic service—botn 
mistress and maid, to see if some Or- 
der cannot be evolved from chavs. To 
assist In this she proposes to present 
to the club, on November 9,an exhibi- 
tion of the most up-to-date labor-sav- 
ing devices for the home, from all! 
parts of the United States. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley, chairman of educa- 
tion, told of werk to be done, and work 
already done last year. ‘Seven hundred 
dollars, or thereabouts, in money and 
its equivalent had gone to the Tallulah 
Falls school and the Marion Smita 
school at Hapeville; this had all gone 
through the efforts of the club women, 
although not all had been given by 
them personally.
